Ii maintains an establishment of more than 800 officers, 
clerks, porters and messengers, and pays to the stamp 
office upwards of £70,000 annually vs a ‘composition 


The directors of the Bank of England have always 
| declared and acted ‘upon the opinion that secrecy in re- 
gard to its condition is important to its prosperity. To 
‘such an extent hus this feeling been carried, that year 
‘afier year large and increasing dividends were declared 
‘and paid, withont the exhibition to the proprietors of a 
‘single figure by which sacha course could be justified 
ithe simple recommendation of the directors having al- 
‘ways satisfied the proprietors as to the policy of preser- 
ving this mystery. The printing of the report of the 
‘committee of secrecy in 1812 repealed the true condi- 
‘tion of the corporation, and it is not likely that the di- 
lrertors will ever again be allowed to involve its pro- 
‘ceedings in the same degree of concealment.
